WASHINGTON, May 13 (UPI) 
—The Senate Select Committee 
in Intelligence Activities said 
today that it had nnew evidence 
as to why Lee Harvey Oswald 
shot President Kennedy and re- 
commended that the investiga- 
tion into the role of the nation’s 
intelligence agencies in the as- 
sassination continue. 

The committee voted to turn 
over evidence it has uncovered 
to a proposed permanent panel 
for further examination. 

The chairman of the select 
committee. Senator Frank 
Church, Democrat of Idaho, 
said after a closed session that 
a subcommittee that investigat- 
ed the circumstances of the 
Kennedy assassination would 
draft a report on the evidence. 
The full committee would then 
decide whether to make the re- 
port public. 

The Senator returned here 
early today after campaigning 
on the West Coast for the De- 
mocratic Presidential nomina- 
tion. After briefly announcing 
results of the committee vote, 
he turned a news briefing over 
to Senator Richard S. Schweik- 
er, Republican of Pennsylvania, 
and Senator Gary W. Hart, De- 
mocrat of Colorado.
